BOSTON THEATRICALS. 
Extracts from a letter to the Editor dated Besron, Oct. 17,1837. | 
The Tremont theatre was crowded from pit to gallery last night, on the occa- | 
sion of Mr. Forrest's first appearance. The great actor was most enthusiusti- | 
cally greeted, and the applause continued for several minutes, amid the waving 
of hats and handkerchiefs. He played the arduous eharacter of Othello in a | 
style which has not been equalled since the days of the elder Kean, and this was 
allowed by the old critics at the fall of the curtain. To see Othello well enacted, | 
is a luxury which I seldom enjoy ; but on this occasion | was bound down heart | 
and eyes, and the effect of the whole performance will long live in my remem- | 
brance. The great objection raised against Mr. Forrest in Shakspeare, prior to | 
his visit to England, was the lack of refinement : his physical powers were sup- | 
posed to predominate over his mental, and on this belief, Spartacus, Metamora, | 
Damon, &c., were alone set down as characters deserving his attention. But the | 
judicious portion of the critical world have discovered that Mr. Forrest is not so | 
much indebted to the bounty of nature as they have imagined, but owes to eru- 
dition the est.ublishment of that pre-eminence which has been exclusively assigned _ 
to the incidental properties ,of person and voice. The faults of which I have heard 
recently are a false modulation of voice, and a lack of feeling, and those who | 
have grounded objections on these trifles, have also laid to his account every case ! 
of false emphasis, some of which are mere matters of taste, and others inadver- | 
tencies which no actor or actress, from the first foundation of the English stage | 
down to the present time, have ever been free from. In short, they expect to find | 
that degree of perfection in Mr. Forrest which no one actor, either past, present, | 
or future, will ever possess. 
I am willing to allow that Mr. Forrest has faults in voice, modulation, and 
sometimes emphasis, that he occasionally passes from one extreme to the other | 
too rapidly, in pourtraying the two great features of the Moor—love and jealousy ; | 
but those who cavil upon these points are too apt to forget or lose the marked | 
beauties of the sublimer portions, or even to mar the effect which the whole piece 
would have upon their souls, could they but divest it from that foolish propensity | 
of butterfly dissection, or fault-finding. > 
In the first act, Mr. Forrest gave the true character of Othe!lo: he was bold, | 
fiery, magnanimous, artless and credulous—boundless in his confidence, and 
ardent in his affection; he pourtrayed beautifully all the glowing variety of the | 
character. In the address to the Senate, Mr. F. substituted an eminent beauty 
of delineation,—he gave it with the most expressive traits of modesty, without | 
departing from the severity of declamation. Mr. F.’s clear and swelling volume | 
of intonation had a fine scope for its exercise in the third act, where Iago first | 
fires him with jealousy, and in the metaphor, “If I do prove her haggard,” &e.; | 
also, “ I’d rather be a toad,” etc., and in one or two other points, in which he | 
could exercise the full volume of his voice, the applause was deafening. His | 
soliloquy, “Had it pleased Heaven,” &c., was beautiful and expressive, and | 
spoke from his inmost heart, and in the subdued passages generally, Mr. For- | 
rest rose above cavil. In the bed-chamber scene, Mr. F. gave the admonitions to | 
Desdemona with affecting solemnity. On the whole, { have never seen the | 
character since the days of Kean marked with more studious correctness, or | 
brighter excellence.

THE ROYAL STUD. 
The following letter to Lord Melbourne, from Sir Francis Burdett, will be 
read with interest. 
“ My Lord.—-| take :he liberty of addressing you, and of calling the attention 
of the public toa subject which seems to have been too little thought of by both. 
I allude to the notable expedient of selling the Royal Stud by public auction, 
without exception even ot the beautiful Arabians, ‘ minions ot their race,’ the 
presents of an Eastern Prince to England’s King, thus casting a foul stain on 
the national character, and injuring materially the national interests, for the 
horse isa noble animal, and to encourage his race, and to bring all his admirable 
powers and qualifications to perfection, is an object of primary national concern, 
and has by all nations, warlike or otherwise, been so considered, and never 
more so than atthe present moment. Agents from Austria, France, and Russia 
have come over to this country to avail them elves of this act of meanness, stupi- 
dity, and folly, and to pick up the pearls we are so basely throwing away. Even 
the Americans, who, one would think least likelyto take an interest in this 
subject, have lately been making purchases of some of our best horses, not 
scrupling to give three or fowr thousand pounds a piece forthem. We alone 
seem willing to yield our acknowledged superiority on this important point, 
and indeed on too many others, and to barter it away fora pecuniary and tri- 
ing consideration. My lord, ships and horses, the duo fulmina belli, used to 
be the pride and glory of Englishmen. These are bulwarks of national safety, 
and instruments of national renown, and the perfection to which we trough: 
and the skill with which we used them, has long been the admiration of the 
world, and our supremacy therein honourably characteristic of our coantry. 
Alas, my lord, how changed we must be if we can behold with apathy these 
interests neglected, this superiority passing away from us, whilst other nations 
are nobly indeed emulating, and endeavouring, by copying, to surpass us. As 
no other reason has or can be assigned for this shabby transaction, it is difficult 
not to imagine it to originate in some private motive either of interest or malice, 
and to denounce it as a disgracefuljob. As tothe silly suggestion, that it is un- 
becoming a Queen to have a royal stud, it ean only me = laughter, and is, in- 
deed, arrant nonsense. The royal studis a truly royal appendage to the crown, 
and to maintain it a primary public object; and, seeing the huge sums foreign- 
ers are willing to give for our best horses, it is the only security for some of the 
very best being preserved amongst us, and of their being, as they ought to be, 
prized above all price. If it is unfit that under a Queen interests of such public 
importance should be disregarded, it follows that it is unfit a Queen should wear 
the crown, and not that the royal stud should be sold. The only other sugges- 
tion I have heard even whispered, for none have been publicly stated, to recon- 
cile us to this public act of degradation, is the miserable short-sighted, penurious, 
pennywise and pound-foolish economy so much in vogue in these ‘ costermonger 
days,’ under the influence of waich are withering all the great interests of our 
country ; but this pretence, poor as it is, cannot be brought to bear upon the sub- 
ject, for the establishment is in such high repute that it already defrays, or 
nearly so, its own expenses, so that, as a mere matter of traffic, it is a thrivi 
concern, and will naturally beecme more so every year. {t may be said why, 
then, not leave it to individual exertion to maintain ; but the public object cow 
not thereby be secured, that object being that no temptation of gain Id ex- 
tract from the country its best horses. Our lively neighbors, in their vivacity 
and wit, have called us a nation of shopkeepers, and should this paltry project 
be carried into effect they will henceforth, perhaps, denominate us a nation of 
pedlars. My lord, put your veto upon it at once, and obliterate, if it be possible, 
the shame and reproach of baving for a moment entertained such a thought.— 
The remonstrance put forth by the Jockey Club of England will have, I hope, 
its due weight with your lordship; anylww they will have done honor to them- 
selves, and have evinced to the world that Englishmen, even in their sports, do 
not forget their country, and in case government refuses to interfere, the gentle- 
men and noblemen of England, will, I trust, step forward upon this occasion, 
and become themselves the purchasers of the royal stud, and by vesting it in the 
Crown, confer a lasting benefit on the country. I confess, my lord, my jealousy 
is more especially alive on this subject, as I think I see manifested for the first 
time in the government of this country an apathy not only of national preju- 
dices but of national feelings and interests. The other great arm of the coun- 
try, the other thunderbolt of war, seems to challenge as little regard as the royal 
stud ; for it appears from a very sensible little pamphlet just published by a com- 
mander in the royal navy, that the Emperor of Russia, besides sending his 
agents over to this country to purchase the royal stud, maintains in the Baltic, 
besides a fleet in the Black Sea, twenty-six line-of-battle ships, with frigates and 
small vessels in proportion, victualled for four months, and manned with 30,000 
men, all arranged and disciplined under the English model, and commanded by 
officers who served with our fleet in the Mediterranean; and the accuracy, says 
the pamphlet, with which they made use of the knowledge so gained is quite as- 
tonishing ; whilst we have to oppose such a force, should any collision take 
place, only seven line-of-battle ships. Your lordship, moreover, also confessed 
that you have uawillingly, but not uowittingly, dealt a heavy blow at Protest- 
antism at home; and, it appears, our navy is exposed to have a heavy blow dealt. 
to it abroad. Surely, my lord, this is enough to arouse the attention of the most 
indolent, and excite the alarm of the least apprehensive, and to fill with jealous 
the heart of every Englishman who is alive to the honor, character, ard ha’ 
earned superiority of this great, and I trust, not declining country. 1 will only 
add one more observation on the subject of this address, that I am satisfied that 
our late benevolent and patriotic Sovereign, William 1V., would have sooner 
chopped off his right arm than have affixed his signature to so poor-spirited, low- 
minded, and anti-national project, albeit that his Majesty, being bred a sailor, 
knew more about ships than horses, in which he took little pleasure. Still, upon 
public grounds, and with true English feeling, which guided every act of his 
reign, he cherished and encouraged the establishment of the royal stud, and I 
have reason to believe, and have indeed no doubt of the fact, that a short time 
before his lamented end he confessed his deep regret at not being well enough, 
considering the provision he was called upon, and it was his indispensable duty, 
to make for those he left behind him, to make a present to the nation of

THE RACES NEXT WEEK, 

Over the Union Course, Long Island, are likely to “take the rag off” from 
any thing of the kind we have had this season. Tue Noxrtu is pretty strong 
yet, notwithstanding Post Boy, Dosoris, Reindeer, Ajax, African, Tarquin, 
Cadmus, and others are amiss. Tue Sovrn was never stroager than at this 
moment, and the allied forces of Maryland and the Old Dominion are approach- 
ing in all their strength, with “ Napoieon” at their head. Col. Jonson has ex: 
perienced a sad disaster in the breaking down of Mary Blunt. She has strained 
both tendons of her near fore lez, and been turned out until next Fall, so that she 
and Miugo will never come together, as he retires from the Turf at the close of 
the present campaign. We learn from those who know best the capabilities of 
Mary Blunt, that she had more foot this Fall by three seconds per mile 
than she had last Spring; and we know it is the opinion of Col. Johnson, of 
Arthur Taylor, and Belcher, and others connected with that splendid stable, that 
it has not for ten years contained a nag that could live with her in four mile heats. 
Could she have met Mingo next Friday on the Union Course, and they had both 
been in tip top condition, the Bascomb: and Post Boy match, fine as it was, 
would not have been comparable with their ce, for time ;—7:45 would not have 
won it for the phenomenon of the North or the nonpareil of the South. The 
fact is, our horses and our trainers also, have immensely improved within two 
years, until 7:50 has got to be merely a pretty fair rate. Why io 1835 the best 
four mile race in the Union was Post Boy’s 7:52 each heat, beating Bay Maria, 
and Black Heath, since which has been made 7:44—7:46 three times—7:47 two 
or three times, and a third heat in 7:47! Ten years since it took “ a perfect 
Hoosier of a horse” to trot a mile in three minutes. Now there is hardly a de- 
cent livery stable in town that cannot turn out nags that will do it on the road, 
while on the Turf it can be done by three or four in 2:30; and it is believed 
that Edwin Forrest nas done it in 2:27. 

Among the Southern stables expected here next week, are those of Messrs. 
Johnson, Wynn, Heth, Selden, Townes, Kirby, Kendall, and Hare, and very 
probabiy we may have drafis from those of Messrs. Garrison, Stockett, Wil- 
son, Thompson and White. They are in great force. Col. Jounson has Ala- 
lanta, Boston, his Polly Peacham filly, Mr. Hare’s Champaign, and another, 
possibly Argyle. Col. Wynn has Piclon—Col. Sevpsn Lady Clifden and 
Red Rat—Col. Hern, Decatur and Gift—Mr. Townes, Eloise and another 
Luzborough—Mr. Kirsy, some half a dozen young things—Mr. Kenpatt, 
Camsidell, Henry A. Wise, Mr. Townes’ Black Bird, and several more. We | 
have named the prominent nags only, thatere this are on their way, but enough 

© satisfy the most incredulous that the winners will have to earn their money 
at this meeting. 

Unfortunate as the season hus proved to several, and indeed, almost all our 
Northern stables, about half of our best nags being amiss or entirely knocked 
up, there are enough left yet te face “the enemy,” and give our Southern 
friends a warm reception. New Jersey sends tothe rescue the “‘ Champion of 
the North,” whose very name “ strikes terror to the souls of fearful adversaries,” 
and Lamp, the shrewd Lieutenant of a gallant General brings up a corps de 
reserve in Betsey Andrew, Patience, and a phalanx of young ones. Capt. 
Srocxron sends Langford, Bergen, Middlesex, and two or three more; Mr. 
Grsons, Merrygold, probably; Mr. Vax Marer brings Manalopan and some 
young things, and there are several other stables on their way, which we ex- 
pect will “ speak for themselves,” and thereby save us the trouble of enumerat- 
ing them beforehand. 

On the Island, “ if nothing happens,” the combined forces will be pretty strong. 
Four days before the last meeting about half of the most promising horses in 
training broke down in trials. Up to the morning of our going to press, however 
no “ crack” that we have calculated on had goneamiss. Mr. Joun C. Srevens’ 
Fanny Wyatt and Bonny Black had reached home from Baltimore a few days 
before, and were feeling and looking “allright” on Thursday. Ethiopia, in 
the same stable, ditto. Mr. Roseart L. Srevens’ string are all doing well; Tom 
Moore is looking ripe for mischief, and Henry is intending paying his addresses 
to Lady Cliffden on the three mi'e day, and rumor says it will be a match.

bent on us to state several circumstances connected with this race, which are un- 
noticed by our contemporary. 

{t will be a matter of general surprise that Atalanta and Lady Cliffden, who 
up to the day of the race had been trained in the same stable, were both en- 
tered for it, when a fundamental Rule of the Maryland Jockey Club, (and indeed 
of every Club in “ regular standing”) expressly declares that— 


“No two Riders from the same stable shall be allowed to ride in the same 

race; nor shall two horses trained in the same stable be allowed to start in the 

same race. Nor shall any two or more horses start for the same purse, even if 
in different stables, if owned in whole, or in part, by the same person or per- 

sons. 

Gen. Emory, when he sold Lady Cliffden, for $2500, to Col. Jounson and 

Maj. Seupen, disposed of her “ racing qualities” only, and she reverts to him 

when withdrawn from the turf. Col. J. on the evening before this race express- 
ed an intention of reserving Lady C.iffden for Camden, and of entering Ata- 

lanta, whereupon Maj. Selden, who was anxious to start her, offered to pur- 

chase Col. J.’s interest in her, and start her himself, provided no objection was 
made by the Club. How the Club got over their own Rule is more than we can 
imagine ; but their assent was given, and no objection made on the part of the 
two other gentlemen who had made entries: by the bye, the acquiescence of one 
probably lost him the purse, while the Club have established a precedent which 
may be se.zed upon by others upon very different giounds from those which in- 
duced the parties here concerned to consider an express provision and article of 
their Constitution a dead letter, “for this time only, by particular request.” — 
Maj. Selden finally became the owner of the filly, for $2800, subject to her en- 
gagement. [She is matched against Charlotte Russe for $10,000 aside, forfeit 
$3000, four mile heats, at Camden, this week, and will receive forfeit, as Char- 
loite Russe is in her owner’s stable in South Carolina, the match being totally 
unauthorised by him, and made without consulting him on the subject.] The 
above are the material facts which have given rise to a thousand unfounded ra- 
mors in circulation. 

The editor of the “ Daily Chronicle,” in the following report of the race, 
dwells with great propriety upon the astonishing speed of Lady Cliffden, as 
evidenced by her saving her distance in the first heat after she had been stopped 
at the end of three miles. He affects to think very little comparatively of the 
fact that Fanny Wyatt lost, in the first place, thirty yards in the start, and with- 
out intending to run for the heat never made a stroke for it until Lady Cliffden 
stopped, when she caught up the running, making up a tremendous gap, and ran 
Atalanta up to the saddle girth, for the first heat. To our poor notion, she 
might have won the heat had she run for it, and if she had not had thirty yards 
to make up at starting, she would have done so. This might not have changed 
the fortunes of the day for [the] Napoleon’s most glorious victories were 
achieved after the battle seemed lost. 


We have seldom known greater anxiety manifested for the result of any race 
than for this. The evening before, when the fact was announced that four Dees, 
would start, the odds were against any named nag; Lady Cliffden was the fa- 
vorite against Fanny Wyatt, and fora short time on the morning of the race 
was taken at odds against Atalanta. Master Henry was set down as but little 
worth, and large odds were offered, and in some instances taken, that he would 
be distanced. As the hour of one approached, the backers of Atalanta became 
more free of their offers, and large sums were staked on her against the-field— 
She gradually rose in favor, and before starting was backed at 100 to 65 and @ 
against the field. 

The four horses came to the poll in the following order: Lady Cliffden, Mas- 
ter Henry, Atalanta and Fanny Wyatt. They got off without the tap of the 
drum, and were brought back. A second start was made, the drum tapped, and 
three got off, leaving Fanny Wyatt thirty yards behind. Master Henry took 
the track, which was soon usurped by Lacy Cliffden. She darted off with the 
speed of a deer, and at once it was seen that the saddle had slipped and the boy 
was riding on her withers. It was a fearful sight. Atalanta rushed after her 
and chased her down the back stretch, round the turn and up home. The boy 
on Lady Cliffden, seeing his danger, grasped the mare tight with his knees, and 
maintained, as well as he could, a steady seat. She Jed again the second round, 
and as they passed the stand for the third mile, Atalanta made a rusa at her, and 
was upto her haunches. The run up the hill served to throw her off again, 
and as they went down the stretch she made another attempt to pass, but in 
vain. Lady Cliffden maintained her stride, although running under such disad- 
vantage. The press of Atalanta just before they reached the half mile post, 
was tremendous, and the struggle between her and Lady Cliffden for a moment 
seemed doubtful, as it was certainly dangerous to the latter’s rider. She could 
not pass! —The Lady maintained her place, though Atalanta still pressed on 
her. The run down the quarter mile stretch was beautiful, and the s of the 
horses like the wind. Atalanta finding she could not pass, as she left the thick- 
ets her rider took a tight pull on her as if he gave up the heat to Lady Cliffdes. 
At this minute, mistaking this round for the last, the boy on Cliffden pulled her 
up, and Atalanta rushed by her like lightning! One universal shout from the 
muuititude sent up the ery “goon,” but it was not heard till Fanny Wyatt, who 
had been running some fifty yards in the rear, and Master Henry, who was ab 
ready along way out of his distance, had passed Lady Cliffden. Atalanta was 
now far ahead, and Fanny Wyatt was running up to her with a view to contest 
the heat, which it was not her intention till this moment, even to run for—she 
gained on Atalanta, but the gap she had to make up placed her to great disad- 
vantage. Atalanta was at lewst a distance and a half ahead ef Lady Cliffden 
before the latter started again, and was two distances aliead before she got full 
under way. The contest between Atalanta and Fanny Wyatt was veautifal, 
but was made by the latter with hardly a hope of winning the heat. To save 
his distance was now the only object of the rider of Lady Cliffden, and to do 
this, under these circumstances, seemed beyond the reach of possibility. Ata- 
lanta and Fanny Wyatt were going at their utmost speed, but still the Lady 
gained on them. When the former entered on the stretch home, they had all sai} 
out, not an inch was left. “ They are coming home,” said a whole-souled tur- 
fite, “they are coming like a mighty wind, and vet the little filly gains on them 
—she runs swift as lightning!” And so it was—Fanny Wyatt pressed hara 
on Atalanta, who jumped as if she had her all staked on the issue. The vast 
multitude gazed on in silence, and when Atalanta passed the stand ahead of 
Fanny Wyatt, not a shout was heard, but all eyes were turned towards Lady 
Cliffuen. “Is she distanced?” was in the mouth of every one. Those in the 
great stand decided she was, without considering their station but illy qualified 
them to judge. It was evident that if she had saved her distance, nothing could 
have prevented her winning the heat, had not the boy stopped her. The last 
half a mile she had passed over with incredible swifiness, but it was without hope 
that her friends wished she might have been in. The distance judges reported 
that she was in! The fact was astounding to many, but nevertheless true. The 
decision in her favor created astonishment, and of course, gave dissatisfaction to 
those who had bet against her. Astonishment it might well create, for never, 
we venture to say, was swifier running made than the last half mile. When 
we look back upon it now, we can hardly realize the speed with which she passed 
over the half mile to the distance poll. It was the severest run ever seen, and 
was so adjudged by many old racers who have seen the best nags run, “maa 
and boy, for forty years.” As soon as she was at the poll she was pulled up, 
and walked to the stand. The water was running off her in a stream en the 
ground, not a hair on her was dry, and her nostrils seemed as if they were burst- 
ing to give vent to her hard drawn breath. Time of the heat, 7: The last 
two miles, according to some watched, were run in 3:44! If this faet be so, and 
it seems almost incredible, the time of Fanny Wyatt must have been at least two 
seconds shorter, for she was at least that time behind Lady Cliffden when she 
passed on the second mile. Taking all together, it was, by far.the hardest 
ever run over the Central, and though won by Atalanta, her greatest admi 
cannot claim more for her, for that fact, than falls to the lot of Fanny Wyatt and 
Lady Cliffden for the part they took in it. 

Fanny Wyatt, as was to be expected, was much distressed, and so was Ata- 
lanta, but neither were in the situation of Lady Cliffden—the last jump appear~ 
ed to be taken out of her. The betting was ali at a stand, for it was now 
that the race was Atalanta’s. The time allowed between the heats was used to 
the best advantage, and in twenty minutes from the time of stopping every per- 
son who looked at her was surprised to see how fest Lady Clifiden had reeover- 
ed, and was then actually pawing the earth as if she had not run a step.— 
Though conscious that there was barely a possibility of winning, the owner, to 
gratify those who had bet on her, determined on starting her again. Master 
Heary, it should have been mentioned before, was a long way out of the dis- 
tance, but how far we did not see. He was too Jow in flesh at starting, and rua 
whilst he had a jump in him, the jast of which was made somewhere about the 
half mile stake on the fourth round. 

_ The three started for the second heat—Lady Cliffden could not be held: by her 
rider, and ran in the lead for three miles and two thirds, and was then passed by 
both Fanny Wyatt and Atalanta. Several severe struggles were made for the 
lead before this, and up to the moment of passing it seemed doubtful whether it 
could be done. On passing Lady Cliffden, Atalanta took the lead, and main- 
tained it till she reached the judges’ stand, thus winning the heat and purse.— 
Fanny Wyatt was a length behind her, and Lady Cliffden about three lengths 
further off. Time, 7:56.

The secrets of the Turf would be worth relating if they could be got at, bur 
nothing more than vague suspicions appear in print, and these often originate 
| with the malice of some disappointed party, rather than a desire to impart usefek 
| information. That abuses of the most flagrant kind exist in the whole system 
of English racing is quite evident, and unless speedily reformed will prove the 
subversion of that most exhilirating sport. Now this horse, Mango, was backed 
to win a large sum on the Derby, and though he was but an indifferent horse im 
that race, I have understood that his immediate owner, Mr. GrevitLe, wer 
£6,000 on the event. How much more he would have pocketed in case his horse

‘Troilus and Dardanelles started on Thursday morning 
at eight o'clock, but as it would have been a gross breach of religious etiquette to 
put an infidel in the same carriage with the ton of Priam, each had a caravan to 
nimself, drawn by four horses, the trainer and a “ good. judge” being in the 
boxes.

his meeting a superior, that in most cases the field turns out to be a good horse, 


and enables the being people who go systematically to work, laying long odds | 
against each and every borse in the race, a very profitable business. If they are | 


punctual in attendance, attentive to the prices, and make their bers with any kind 
of judgment, they ave sure to be good gainers, withoot any unfair Practices. 
This subject might be enlarged upon in its details to great extent, but il I have 
been furtunate enough to make myself understood, it will be manifest that the 


present system of betting viewed in its most indulgent aspect, exerci-es a perni- | 


cious influence upon horse-racing, and there is imminent danger of bringing it 
into general disrepute. 

In addition to this numerous and well organized corps of betters on the field, 
the most of whom scarcely know a horse from an ass, certainly not a good one 
from a garon, nor do they take any pleasure in the sports, there is a formidable 
party connected with the stables, that exert a powerful influence on the result, and 
contribute to multiply the uncertaintiesjof racing. I allude to the trainers, grooms 
and jockies, nearly ailof whom have something at stake, and many of them 
quite large sums. The two Ciirneys (trainer and jockey) had houses fit for 
the first noblemen of the kingdom. The Scorvs (trainer and jockey) are both in 
easy circumstances, and live in good style, aud are the owners of race-horses. 
Joun Day also (honest John, as he is called), is both trainer and jockey—has a 
dozen children—his boys are ditto—is quite well off in the world, and has a con- 
siderable number of horses on the Turf in his own name. And thus are many 
others similarly situated. In all these cases they are associated with strong par- 
ties, frequently of the nobility, who are in fact secret confederates, but ostensibly 
masters. In many cases a jockey does not know the day before what horse he is 
to ride, and it may be, he is put upon a horse that he has been betting against. 
When his interest and that of his masters are thus at variance, it requires no 
ghost to tell us which will preponderate in the final struggle. “ Honest John,” 
besides his own horses, trains and rides for Lord GeorGe Bentinck and his party, 
who is very deeply engaged in Turf matters, and the real owner of a great num- 
ber of horses, none of which run in his name; so that in fact no one can ever 
tell when he is backing or betting against his own horses. He isa very great 
winner, and plays a strong game—is the nobieman alluded to as having won, in 
connection with Mr. Grevitte, £20,000, on the St. Leger—is the same referred 
to as the winner of an incredible su on Elis, last year. 
markably quick eye to a nice bit o’ blood, aud “ :nows a hawk froma handsaw” 
at first sight—is one of the best judges of horse flesh in England, and is one of 
the few who wins by backing his own horses, which he does heavily, and with a 
true sporting Spirit. 

Thus it is apparent that, accidents aside, there are numerous causes operating 
in fulfilment of the Scripture adage, that “ the race is not to the swift.” Such 
things should not be, and if, as before observed, they are not reformed, will drive 
many of the most honorable supporters of these sports, and the firmest friends of 
the blood horse from the English Turf. Generally speaking, the owners of race 
horses make a losing business by their specalations, and but few of them realize 
a profit in the way of. prizes ; for though they are sometimes very rich, the losses 
on such as they do not win, and the expenses of the stables, in most cases bring 
the owners in debt. These matters sheuld not be lost sight of, as in the progress 
of the Turf in America, we may not fall into the e:rors of those who have gone 
before us. We are all aware that abuses will creep in, where the strictest rules 
are not enforced for preventing them, and in every innovation upon estalished 
custom, we ought carefully to adopt only those that have been tested and proved 
to be beneficial. A practical and experienced American Turfinan would find 
many practices and usages in the English system at variance with his own, and 
by attentive observation would be able to distinguish what is an improvement, 
and what is not. An English trainer of the highest celebrity will tell you, that 

his system is the very acme of perfection; that science, skill, and long experience 
have brought the art to such a degree of excellence, that it cannot be improved 
upon—that every method has been tried and fairly tested, and every d@tect de- 
tected and exploded—that all (or nearly so) of the horses are now-a-days brought 
to the post in the best possible condition for exerting their utmost physical powers. 
They are perfectly serious in their assertions, and they truly believe such to be 
the case, and when you come to examine their system in detail, and the reason 
for each and every minute operation, it seems difficult to object to any part of it. 
I have been particularly struck with the docility of the horses in training, and 
the ease with which they are managed in their exercising and sweating gallops. 
Small lads from 10 to 15 years old, have the entire charge of acolt both as rider 
and rubber, and when exercising, they can pull up or take him out of the string, 
and go off in a different direction at any pace the head man may direct, with the 
most perfect ease, using nothing but a common snaffle bit. They are so well 
broken, and so light upon the hand, that a mere thread at fingers ends will serve 
to turn them as desired. Such lads also start their horses without any assistance 
whatever in their irials, &c. They begin with thecolis when they are yearlings, 
give them an casy mouth, at first with a large and heavy bit, and in every stage 
of breaking, accustom them to such discipline as they afterwards pursue in work- 
ing and running. It seems to be an easy matter to make them thus subservient 
to your wishes, if you begin rigt and teach them no bad tricks, or indulge them 
in vicious habits. When they meet with a violent, headstrong. and ungoverna- 
le horse, they sometimes use a stiff bit and curb—but that is not common. 

As the fields increase in America it wili become a great convenience, if not 
absolutely necessary, for the jockey to be able to start his own horse, and this I 
am persuaded ts quite practicable, by taking them in time and changing their ex- 
ercise and their work, as much and as ofien as the nature of the course or ground 
will admit, Racing has been so long a favorite sport with all classes, and espe- 
cially patronized Ly the Crown, other members of the Royal Family, Noblemen, 
and gentlemen, all dispensing large sums to promote tle legitimate objects of the 
Turf, that there is gocd reason for supposing that great improvements have at- 
tended the numerous changes that have been from time to time adopted, but it is 
wery questionable whether many of these clianges have not been accompanied 
with corresponding evils. In former days a jarge majority—indeed neatly all 
the races at Newmarket were matches—single heats over the Beacon Course, 
Where the start and the end are four miles asugder—and run by aged horses. In 
modern times, that course is seldom used, and instead of one 4 mile race with 
aged horses, you see 50 of less than a mile, by 2 and 3 year olds, mostly sweep- 
stakes with numerous engagements. We have seen one of the evils of this in- 
smovation, viz.: the high betting which ofien leads to the defeat of ihe best horse. 
The English Courses are all different, but most of them are so laid out that you 
see more of the race than at Newmarket or Epsom. The Doncaster is oval, 
‘nearly two miles round (Im. 7 per. 70 yds.) the St. Leger Course is a part of this 
circle, being 1 m.6 fur. 132 yds. in extent, and is in the form of a horse shoe, 
commencing at one heel, on a line with the winning post at the other heel, giving 
the horses a good wide space for starting, and nearly a straight run for half a 
mile, when they come to a hill some 20 or 30 feet high, and of rather an abrupt 
descent. All the rest of the course is flat, and appears like a reclaimed bog, with 
a ditch and a railing on each side of the Course. I do not think it favorable to 
quick time, and afier much rain, the most of it would become very heavy. Tis 
is the crack course, and esteemed the best in England; but the Aintree Course 
at Liverpool is most like the American, being round, one mile and a half, and 
very level. York is over low flat ground and without a hill; the 4 mile course 
begins at the winning post, running to the left, and afier describing a circle in a 
horse shoe form, it passes round a post and thence back again to the place where 
they commenced—the horses are always in sight. Goodwood, which (next to 
Liverpool) I think the best in the kingdom, is on very elevated ground, surrounded

with magnificent scenery, both of the land and the sea in the distance. All the 
exceptionable inequalities of surface have been levelled down at great expense, 
more than half a mile in length, and 300 to 400 yards in width, being made 
ground, of considerable depth. It is situated in the Duke of Ricumonp’s park, 
and the improvements have been made by him at a cost of some $100,000. 
' Here the horses saddle and gallop before the stand, previous to the race, and af- 
terwards strip there; and besides, you can distinctly see, from the grand stand, 
_ both the start and ending of each face, an advantage which few of the English 
courses possess. B.

The time of starting was five o'clock on Friday week, from opposite 
the Plough and Harrow, and the distance was done 7 minutes and 9 seconds 
under the hour. Burke, on his arrival, complained of the watch given to him 
being put five minutes on. This by many is believed to be the fact. The ob- 
ject may be guessed; he perceived that be was losing on his return, and made 
extra speed.

He is by Ve- 
og out of Chat, by Quiz, bred by Mr. J. Smith, farrier, Middleham, York- 
shire. 

On Thursday morning, two of the Earl of Lichfield’s horses, Drummer and 
Mang», passed through this borough in a lurge caravan, on their way to Don- 
caster, drawn by six horses. A large concourse was attracted by the novelty of 
the scene. 

Tus Hametron Cocat Stup.—It is finally arranged that the w!ole of the 
horses, brood mares, and young stock are to come to the hammer. A difficulty 
arose before this arrangement could be completed, in consequence of some of the 
horses not being the personal property of the late King, having been left by 
George 1V.to the Crown. The management of the sale of the whole of the 
stud has been effecied in the following way :—His late Majesty, it is well knowr, 
left to the Fitzclarences nearly the whole of his property, with which property 
left so much plate belonging to the crown was included. Ia order to efhect a 
turn of this plate, it was suggested that such horses as belonged to the C 
should be considered a personality of William IV., and an exchange was 
promptly acceded to by all poriies, and t> enable the intentions of the late King 
to be carried into effect with regard to the distribution of his property among his 
children, the royal stud is ordered to be sold. Her Majesty's advisers conceit- 
ing that a speculation of the kind is inconsistent with the dignity of the Queen 
of England, several individuals, we understand, contemplate the purchase, by 
subscription, of the whole stud, as a profitable investment of money, and a com: 
pany is at this moment in course oF formation for this purpose,
